The Hero of Lake Erie. 


The 72d Anniversary of our First 


• Great Naval Victory Celebrated 


with Unveiling the Statue Dedica- 
ted to Commodore Oliver Hazard 
Perry, followed with Banquet, 
Speaches, etc. 


Contrary to all indications and pre- 


dictions Wednesday iiight—and not a 
feu- of the local weather projjli'ets \vere 
interviewed upon the subject—Thurs- 
day morning, tlie tenth of Septemhcr, 
dawned dark and lowery, mth a cold 
mist falling from the northeast. Cer- 
tainly this was a bad omen for the im- 
portant ceremonies arranged .for'tlie 
appropriate celebration of the Anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Lake Erie and the 
unveiling of the statue erected to the 
honor of its hero—Commodore Oliver 
Hazard Perry. But though the chill 
struck painfully into many a patriotic 
Kliode Island heart, causing expres- 
sions of regret on every hand, thc en- 
thusiasm of the occasion remained at 
fever heat and undampeneil, and we 
doubt if even a driving hail-storm could 
have cleared the streets of the immense

It is true we are only on the outer edge 
of this movement but fur-Keeiug and 
sagacious tmsinoiw men lay they can 
feel the influence of the increasing lidu. 
It cannot come too BOOH. A few weeks 
hence, 'trade may be brought up to the 
normal proportions of the season of 
the year. This is encouraging, after 
the experience 
of the past twelve 


months, with many a drag in the mar- 
ket, yet difficult to obtain, Tlio banks 
arc only too glad to disgorge their sur- 
plus, that it may get into circulation 


• for legitimate purposes. There is every 
reason, therefore, to believe that the 
fall demand has established renewed 
confidence—and business is impossible 
without confidence—in almost every 
direction; still it is apparent—and the 
feature is a good and safe one—that 
conservatism characterizes buyers and 
consumers. But this will slacken as 
confidence grows. As the season ad- 
vances, consumption 
will increase. 


Our advices from almost ever}' section 
of the country arc to the effect that 
there is a substantial quickening iu the 
trade. 


Therefore, it is only natural that 


there should be a disposition to stock 
up more freely, for it is a fact that 
owing to the hand-to-mouth policy that 
has prevailed for months, supplies have 
been reduced to the lowest point, tt^us 
narrowing the volume of dintribution 
Mid entailing an absence of enterprise. 


| 
We have moved out of the great circle 
of depression. . 


Jt is obvious that, owing in part to 


die magnificent crops of cereals, cotton, 
etc.. coupled with a decreased .produe- 
, tion that has beeu going on for some 


months, there should be the auspic- 
ious opening of the fall, trade, which is 
now going on. In addition to this, 
there is a genuine better feeling preva- 
lent all around -among • producers "as 
well as consumers, the manufacturers 
especially partaking largely of this 
feeling. 


The past depression and the coming 


improvement, suggest new methods of 
business. An era of depression always 
carries with it a shrinkage in prices 
and decreased -wages.' With this shrink- 
age has been teen competition, in 
which all the old and accustomed lines 
have been broken down. In the mean- 
time, this has led to a reduced cost of 
commodities, by every means possible, 
such as commissions, Ixrokerage, etc., 
in many cases dispensing with the ser- 
vices of middle men. With the im- 
provement in trade, it is obvious that 
new methods of business will be intro- 
duced. Indeed, it is TIOW true that 
manufacturers no lunger protect those 
they have heretofore, but sell directly' 
to retailers, thus reducing the cost to 
consumers. 


Perhaps the most remarkable feature 


of the new business movement, is the 
start in dry goods—and the dry goods 
market, with the iron market, is a sure 
thermometer of the drift of trade. The 
trade in foreign fabrics is also particu- 
larly in the increased ' movement, us 
many Boston and New York merchants 
are ordering goods. The new life in 
the jobbing trade is also an earnest of 
tlic auspicious opening.

Practical farmers-believe that if the 
seed be taken year after year from 
stalks having ono or moro ears, the ten- 
dency to the production of such ears 
will be increased, and the amount of 
crop increased in proportion. 


Many other seeds the farmer may 


save for himself, but iu all cases he 
should select it rather than to take just 
such as chance may leave him. If he 
•wants to grow onion, carrot or cabbajj 
seed, he should have selected only tli_ 
best types of those vegetables last 
spring, aud set them out in good soil, 
and given Ihem good cultivation, that 
they may have had an opportunity to 
produce perfect seed 
In beans and 


peas, if earliness is an object, always 
save seed from the earliest pods that 
ripen, and never from those that ripen 
after the main crop lias been picked. 
A "come-by-chance" seed may chance 
to produce a good plant another sea- 
son, but it will be onlv by chance that 
it does so, and onlv when it chances to 
be from good stock and well grown.

fed frequently,

sheep's stomach is in proportion to the 
ox's, 
and it must be fed similarly 


Prof. Dick found that a horse not work 
ing could be kept in fair condition on 
twelve pounds of hay and five pounds 
of oats, but if a good amount of work 
has to bo done be should receive four- 
teen pounds of hay and twelve pounds 
of oats and two pounds of beans. We 
know of many horses that receive twen 
ty pounds of oats and two pounds, of 
beans, and hay adli.b., but they are used 
for very fast work, and kept in prime 
condition. ThequantityofBubsteuance 
food depends on the imtnre of the ani- 
mal: some require very little, others n 
great deal. Young animals require far 
more than old animals; fat animals 
more than lean ones, aud so on.

Th» Battlt ol Lak* Erie. 


Tho following L'l-aphic account of thn 


battlu uf Lake friu is from tho pen of 
that historic writer, tionjnmin J. Log- 
ging. It i» tnken from his scene's in tho 
war of 1812, published in Ilarpcrg Ma^- 
azinoin August IMS: 
Aftor tho repulfte of the Britisli at Fort 
tqihuiiBim very little of iiiiiiortance 


occurred in the Northwest until the 
liattlo on Lake Eric at nc.ir the middle 
of Soptemher—an event which proper! 
belongs to the Kurics coniposiiiK llari 


Hi's campaign in ISIS. 
Harrison's regular force now in tl 


field was only about two thousand mei 
The diii of a second invasion hud arou 
ed the people of Ohio, and hundreds o 
volunteers had Hocked to the ficld.onl 
to be afjain disbanded; for tho con 
mander-in-chiof considered his nigiiln 
force quite sufficient for present pu 
poses. Up to this time his efforts ha 
been mainly directed to defensive rneii 
ures; but now tho fleet at Erie bcin 
nearly ready, and Captain Perry, ii 
commander, having reeeived orders I 
co-operate with Harrison as his chie 
the latter bent all his energies to tl 
creation of a well-appointed army fo 
another invasion of Canada. Let u 
leave General Harrison for a whilo a 
his headquarters at "Camp Seneca, 
and consider the naval operations - 
Lake Erie. 
On the recommendation of Captai 


Daniel Dobbins, one of the most exp 
rienced navigators of Lake Erie, ma< 
in a communication by him to the Wa 
Department ill the autumn of 181 
Presque Isle, or Erie, on the lake shoi 
of Pennsylvania, was chosen as the plac 
for constructing a iteet, and to him wa 
committed the important business o 
superintending, the work. At that dm 
Captain Oliver H. Terry, of tho Unite 
States Navy, was in command of a Ho 
tilla at Newport, Rhode Island. Anx 
ious for distinction, he asked for eon 
mand on the lakes; and in Februar 
following ho was-directed by the Nav 
Department to report to Commodoi 
Chaoncy, at Sacktitt's Harbor, with a 
of Uii! best men of liis flotilla in Nan- 
gamett Bay. He hastened to obey tl 
onler. He found Chauucy at Alban 
in Kew York. They journeyed toget 
er to Sackett's Harbor, whence, aftt 
i«maining a fortnight in expectation r 
an attack by the enemy from Kingstoi 
Periy proceeded to Erie, where he a 
rived in the latter part of March, an 
established his quarters at Duncan 
•"Erie Hotel," now a dilapidated buil 
ing. Captain Dobbins, then appointe 
a sailing-master in the navy, had muc 
of the preliminary work of creating 
fleet already done; and to provii 
against the destruction of vessels o 
the stocks, he had found an arme 
guard composed of ship-carpenters ai 
other mechanics engaged on the ve 
sels. The main ship-yard was at tl 
mouth of Cascade Creek, a little we 
of the present village of Erie; and o 
the high bank near was a block-hou 
for defence, from the summit of whi< 
tlie laTte might be seen over Presqn 
Isle, the low wooded peninsula th 
forms the sheltering inclosurc of ti 
beautiful harbor of Erie.

On the evening o 
the 5th all sails were spread, and th 
squadron proceeded to cruise betweci 
Erie and the Canada shore in search o 
the enemy. On tlie Oth he was joine< 
>y Captain Elliot and about one bun 
Ired officers and superior men. Thu 
reinforced Perry resolved to sail up th 
ake and report himself ready to co-op 
crate with Harrison. He left Erie 01 
be 12th in battle order, hoping to nice 
Jarclay, and on the loth anchored ii 
in excellent harbor among some island 
vestwurd of Sandusky Bay, called Put 
.n-Bay. The principal islands that cm 
jofiom this fine harbor are North, Mid- 
die, and South Bass islands, Put-in-Bay 
~ngar, Gibraltar, and gtrontian, and lit

Perry sailed back to Sandusky Jlaj 
.1 the 18th, and there, on the IDth 
General Harrison came on board tin 
-awrence in a heavy rain, accoinpaniet 
iy his aids M'Arthur and (-'ass, am" 
thor officers. The plan of the cam 
>aign was arranged, and Put-in-Uaj 
fas reconnoitereil for the purpose o 
leciding upon a spot for the army to 
emlczvous preparatory to tmnspurtn- 
ion to the Canada shores. 
Harrisoi 


ras not quite ready for a forward move- 
icnt, and Perry sailed on a voyage oi 
bservation toward Maiden. Ho found 
iie enemy's vessels within the moutl 
f the Detroit Ilivcr, and was prcpar- 
ng to strike a blow for their capture 
•hen unfavorable winds compelled him 
> relinquish the design. Before the 
laments were propitious he was pros- 
rated by fever. lie soon convalesced, 
nd on the 1st of SeptcmlMjr appeared 
ff Maiden and challenged .Barclay to 
OTne out to battle. 
The cautious 


riton, who was then getting his more 
owerful flag-ship (Detroit) ready, did 
ot accept the challenge, and Perry, 
isappointed, returned to Put-in-Bay. 
On the warm and pleasant morning of 


September 10, 1818, the stirring words, 
"So?/, ho!" rang out from the mast- 
head of the Lawrence. It was not un- 
expected to Perry, for he had received 
intimations that Barclay would soon 
appear on the lake. On the previous 
evening he had called around, mm the 
officers of tlie squadron and given them 
written instruction* concerning the bat- 
tic which he wan determined to fight if 
opportunity should offer. To each ves- 
sel of his squadron an antagonist on 
tho British side was assigned, and to 
each commander he said in substance, 
"Engage your antagonist in close ac- 
tion, keeping In tho line at half cable-

;t imu uaiuc-nag nimiu <ii> x,nvt au um 
request, of blue bunting, on which was 
seen, in large white letters, the words 
of the dying Lawrence, "Don't give up 
the shipl" "When thin Hag shall be 


hoisted to iny main royal mast-head" 
iiiicl thu coinmodoro, "it shall to your 
signal for going into action." 


Tho cry of "Sail, hot" was soon fol- 


lowed by signals for the squadron to 
get under way. Tho British vessel*, 
six in number, were seen upon tho 
northwestern horizon at a little after 
sunrise. A light wind wan blowing 
from tho southwest, and after a gentle 
shower tho sky become perfectly serene. 
At ten o'clock in the morning tho hos- 
tile vessels were approaching each oth- 
er. Those of the British were tho De- 
troit ID, Queen Charlotte 17, Lady Pro- 
vost 18, Hunter 10, Little Belt 3 and 
Chippuwu 1. Each had one or more 
howitzers and smaller guns. The Amer- 
ican squadron consisted of the Law- 
rence 20, Niagara 20, Caledonia tf, Ariel 
4, Scorpion 1, Trippe 1, Tigress 1, Por- 
cupine 1. The Scorpion had besides 
two swivel-guns. In close action the 
weight of inutal was in favor of Perry. 
At a distance Barclay had the advan- 
tage, for he had thirty-four long guns to 
Perry's Jtfteat. 
The whole British 


forcu, in officers and men, was a little 
more than five hundred. Perry's mus- 
ter-roll boro four hundred aim ninety 
names. Of these the bearers of one 
hundred and sixteen wore sick, and 
many others were very weak, for fever 
* 1 been very prevalent in the squad- 
ron. One-fourth of them were negroes. 


At a little past ten o'clock Perry's 


burgee, with tho stirring admonition, 
"Don't gtve up the ship!" wa« dis- 
played. KcfrcslimeutB were distribut- 
ed among the men as the dinner-hour 
would probably find them in conflict.— 
The decks were wetted and sprinkled 
with sand, so that the feet would not 
Klip when blood should begin to flow; 
and silently the American vessels boro 
down toward tho enemy at less than 
three knots an hour. Barclay's vessels 
were near together in battle order. The 
Lawrence, sailing-master Taylor, the 
Scorpion, Captain Champlain, tho Arie 
Lieutenant packet, and the Caledonia 
Captain Turner, moved forward to ai 
tack the Detroit (Barclay's flag-ship 
Hunter and Chippewa. The fine bri 
Niagara, Captain Elliot, followed, wit 
instructions to fight the Queen Char 
lotte, while Almy in the Somers, Semi 
in the Porcupine, Conklin in the T 
gross, and Holdup in the Trippe, wer 
to engage the smaller vessels of the ei 
emy. 


STKl'llES CltAMl'LIN. 


At u quarter before twelve o'clock 


bugle sounded on board the Detroit. ' 
was a signal for action, and wus follow 
ed by a shout from the whole Britis 
squadron, and a 24-pound shot from th 
enemy's Hag-ship, that went boomin 
over the waters toward tho Lawrence 
then a mile and a half distant. Barcla 
appreciated the advantage of his Ion 
guns, and wished to fight at a distance 
while Perry resolved to press to clos 
quarters before opening his fire. Tlia 
first Hhot fell short. 
Another, fiv 


minutes later, went crashing throng 
the bulwarks of tho Lawrence. It stii 
red the blood of her gallant men; bu 
at tho command of Perry she remainu 
silent. "Steady, boys, steady!" he said 
while his dark eyes flashed with the ex 
citumentof the moment—an excitemen 
half smothered by his judgment. Slow 
ly.his little squadron, with the 1 ^ 
wind abeam, moved nil, and at. live inin 
utcs before twelve the battle was open 
cd, on the part of the Americans, b; 
Captain Stephen Champlin of the Scor 
pion, now the only survivor of the coin 
inandcrs on that day. The action KOOI 
liccame general, but tho most destruct- 
ive energies of the foe were concentrat- 
ed upon the Lawrence, witli tho deter 
ininarion to destroy her and the gallan' 
Perry. At the same time tho Lawrenoi 
[ncssed closer nnd closer toward hei 
ihief antagonist, the Detroit, so as t( 
nake her shorter guiift effectual. 
For 


;wo hours she bore the brunt of battle 
while the Niagara kept at a safe dis 
tancc from the enemy's guns. In tha 
conflict the Lawrence became terribly 
shattered. Her rigging was nearly al 
shot away; her sails were torn into 
shreds; her spars wore battered ink 
splinters; her guns were dismounted, 
and she lay upon the bosom of the lake 
tn almost helpless wreck. The carnage 
ipon her deck had been dreadful. Oul 
3t ono hundred and thrco sound men 
bat composed her officers and crew, 
vhen she went into action, twonty-tw* 
vere slain and sixty-one were wounded. 
The scenes on hoard of her, as describ- 
ed by Dr. Usher Parsons*, Perry's sut- 
jeon, and now the only surviving com- 
nissioned officer of the squadron, were 
leart-rending in the extreme. 
Six 


•ound shot went crashing through the 
ihallow cockpit of the vessel where 
'arsons was attending the wounded, 
ind two of his patients were killed after 
heir wounds had been dressed! 
When the Lawrence became silent 
roin exhaustion, the Niagara, for the 
irst time, bore down in close pro.ximi- 
y to the enemy. She spread her can- 
•as before a freshening breeze,and bore 
way toward the head of the enemy's 
.quadron, passing the American flag- 
hip to thu windward, and leaving her 
till exposed to the galling fire of the 
nemy. It was while she was abreast 
lie Lawrence in her "Priest and Levite" 
mrsc that Perry performed that act 
f genuine heroism which History, Art 
.... Song have delighted to cbmmcmo- 
ate. His vessel was utterly disabled. 
>nly fourteen unhurt persons remained 
11 her deck, and only nine of these 
•ore seamen. He could fight there no 
onger; so, leaving the smitten vessel 
n command of the brave and, severely 
rounded Lieutenant Yarnall, he or- 
ered his boat to be lowered and his 
road pennant and the inspiring burg«e 
aulcd down. Then directing Yarnall 
o keep the stirs and stripes floating 
ver the battered Lawrence as long as 
jofisible, he pushed off with his flags 
nd four stout seamen for the Niagara, 
e was quickly perceived-by tho ene- 


my, and great and little guns' were 
rough t to hear upon his boat and ite 
reciou» freight. Cannon-balls; grape, 
mister and musket-shot wore burled 
n showers during the fifteen minutes 
ccupicd in the passage from the Law- 
ence to tho Niagara. The Klrield of 
od's providence protected the hero, 
e stood erect in his boat all tho way. 
nmlmlfnl of tho death-storm around 
m, and safely climbed the side of tho 
iagara. 
Ho wan blackened by the 


moKo of battle, but unharmed; and ho 
ppcared to the astonished Elliot, who 
ct him at tho gangway, and had rea- 
n to bclievo ho was dead, and himself 
ommandcr of the squadron by soniori- 
, as a ghostly apparition. There was 
i time for a conference; Elliot iramc- 
'Slnce deceased.

and Perrylool: ccinmund of tl.o Xiasjii- 
m. At a glance be i-ctnpruhonded her 
condition and tiipnUUtieii. Site was in 
perfect ordur for conflict, lie immedi- 
ately run up his pennant, displayed tho 
blue burgee ami its glorious words, 
hoisted tho signal for close action imd 
received quick responses and cheers 
fruiu tho whole squadron, hove to, al- 
tered tho course of the vessel, set tho 
proper sails, and bore down upon the 
British lino which lay only half a milo 
distant. His quick and gallant move- 
ment was successful. lie struck and 
broke tho enemy's lino, and passing at 
half-pistol shot distance between thu 
Lady Provost and Chippewa on his lar- 
board, and tho Detroit, Queen Char- 
lotte and Hunter on bis starboard,pour- 
ed in tremendous broadsides right and 
left from double-shotted camion. Hang- 
ing ahead of tho vessels on his star- 
board, ho rounded to and raked the De- 
troit and Queen Charlotte, which hud 
got foul of each other. Close and dead- 
ly was his fire upon them with great 
guns and musketry, while the other 
vessels of his squadron were engaged 
in co-operating movements. Eight min- 
utes after Perry dashed through the 
British lines the colors of tho Detroit 
wore struck, and her example was 
speedily followed by all tho other ves- 
sels of Barclay's squadron, excepting 
tho Little lie It at id Chippewa, which at- 
tempted to escape to the shelter of tho 
guns of Fort Maiden. Champlin with 
tho Scorpion, and Holdup with the 
Trippe, went in pursuit, overtook them, 
and brought them back in triumph, lu 
this chaso Cbuinplin filed tho last as be 
did the first American gun in the Bat- 
tle of Lako Erie. 


It wus four o'clock in tho afternoon 


when the flag of tlic Detroit was struck. 
When Perry's eye porceived,at a glance, 
that victory was sure, he wrote in pen- 
' cil on tho back of an old letter, resting 
it upon his navy cap, that remarkable 
dispatch to General Harrison whose 
first clause has been sooften quoted: 


"We have met the enemy anil they are our*: 


Two ships, two luigs, one acliooner mid one 
idoop. "Yours witli great rcsiwct and esteem, 


"O. H. PEKUV." 


A few minutes afterward, when a 


sense of Divine power and goodness 
seemed to take possession of bis mind, 
ho wrote to the Secretary of the Navy 
as follows: 
, 


"U. S. BlCIO 'XlAOAHA,' OFF THE WESTEKS 
SisiEit, HEAD OF LAKE EIUE, 
Sem. 10,1813,4 r. si. 


"Slit—It liaa pleased tli« Almighty to give to 
the ariuo of the United States a signal victory- 
over their enemies on this lake. 'Hie British 
squadron, cutisisting of two ships, two brigs, 
onu schooner and one sloop, have this moment 
surrendered tu the force under my command, 
after u sharp conflict. 
"I have tlic honor to lie, Sir, 


"Very rfcPitectfully, your obedient serv't, 
"0. H. pKiinv." 
"Hon. "\Vsi. JOSES, Secretary of the Xuvy." 


This victory filled the Americans with 


joy and the British with mortification. 
It was the first time that a record had 
been made in the naval history of Great 
Britain of an entire British squadron 
having been captured. To the people 
of the Northwest it was a promise of 
deliverance and peace. That whole re- 
gion was instantly relieved of tlie most 
gloomy forebodings of coming evil.— 
The victory led to the destruction of 
the Indian Confederacy, and wiped out 
the disgrace of Hull's misfortunes thir- 
teen months before. It opened the way 
for Harrison tu repossess the territory 
thus surrendered, and to penetrate Can- 
ada. From that moment no one doubt- 
ed the ability of the Americans to 
maintain tlic mastery of the lakes. Only 
a few weeks afterward Washington Irv- 


in a biographical sketch of Perry, 


"The last roar of the canon that died 


along tbo shores of Krie was the expir- 
ing note of British domination. These 
vast internal seas will, perhaps, never 
again be the separating space between 
contending nations; and this victory, 
which decided their fate, will stand un- 
rivaled and alone, deriving lustre and 
perpetuity from its singleness.
